Of  these  we  do  not  have  11-G  " 
or  81^  We  have  one  example  of  10-H  in  rather  poor 
condition.  We  have  three  examples  of  15-U,  one  of 
which  is  in  very  good  condition,  and  we  have  one 
each,  in  fair  condition,  of  35-W  and  79-ee^ 

If  you  feel  that  you  woulfl.  like  im- 
pressions of  these  coins,  without  seeing  them,  ar- 
rangements could  be  made  to  take  them,  at  very 
little  expense. 


If  you  are  interested  in  New  Jersey 
cants  we  feel  that  our  collection  would  be  of  ex- 
treme interest.

Dear  Mr.  Ellis: 

I thank  you  very  much  for  your  courteous 
answer  to  ray  letter  with  regard  to  the  New  Jersey 
cents.  I should  like  very  much  to  see  your 
collection  and  I think,  nerhaps,  It  would  be 
better  for  me  not  to  put  you  to  the  trouble  of 
making  any  impressions  until  T have  had  an  oppor- 
tunity to  look  over  the  nieces  in  the  Plstorical 
Society,  My  collection  of  New  Jersey  cents  was 
begun  by  my  father  when  he  was  a student  at 
Prinoeton  in  the  olass  of  *68.  Later  on,  but  I 
d^n’t  know  exaotly  in  what  year, he  bought  the  Marls 
collection.  I have  added  a number  of  pieces  from 
time  to  time  so  that  the  only  ones  missing,  as  far 
as  I know  at  the  present  time,  are  the  ones  enumer- 
ated in  my  letter  to  you  (by  the  way,  10-H  should 
have  been  10-h).  There  are  a half  dozen  or  more 
die  varieties  which  were  not  known  to  Maris  and  it 
is  those  especially  that  I should  like  to  compare 
with  yours.  Perhaps,  if  I am  able  to  go  home  on 
leave  towards  the  end  of  this  year,  I may  also  be 

able.
